If Request Is Granted This 
City Will Have the Only 
Warehouse of Kind 


Upland will in all probability | 
have the only federal licensed 
warehouse for the storage of honey 
‘within a short time as the result 
of inspection of William C. Atch- 
ley’s honey storage facilities. 

EK. J. Mufphy of Portland, in 
charge of the Pacific coast district 
for the administration of the U. 
S. Warehouse act, was here late 
last week, inspected the Atchley 
plant, and will recommend that a 
permit be issued for the honey 
storage. 

“While I cannot guarantee the 
permit will be granted, I will re- 
commend such action and the rest | 
i will probably follow,” Mr. Murphy | 
| said. “Tf the license is issued, 
this will be the only honey ware- 
house so far licensed in the state 
under the Federal act. 

“This will benefit bee-keepers 
who deposit their extracted honey 
in Mr. Atchley’s warehouse, be- 
cause bankers as a rule give pref- 
erence to warehouse receipts  is-

sued under that act. There are 
advantages to any agricultural 
product stored under the act. | 


Owners of the produce are pro- 
tected by the fact that the ware- 
house is continually under federal 
supervision. 

“Audits of stocks on hand are 
made throughout the entire time 
in much the same manner as na- 
‘tional bank examinations are 
| made.”
